Watching photos of radios for auction, I have now seen two R-388's with a 
heat shield that separates the power transformer from the rectifier and AF PA 
tubes. In both cases the power transformer was the one with rectangular 
edges. I assume this is the 90mA one (vs the 120 mA one with rounded edges) 
and heat would be an issue? In the second picture, there is clearly a round 
nut staked to the shield to attach it, so it looks like it was a factory 
deal. 


This looks to me like it would be a good idea for any 513 (I have a 3 anda 
rib ae 


My question is, does anyone have a radio with the shield, and is it anything 
more than just a piece of sheet metal (aluminum?) with a flange bent on one 
edge??

The guy 
merely added a 1.0 mfd cap between the cathodes of the 1625s and the hot end 
of the PA grid leak resistor (R74). He was using the keying relay (K53) in 
it's original configuration. What this does is delay PA turn-on giving the 
osc. time to settle down. Haven't tried it but shouldn't take but a few 
minutes to check out.

Well, I looked at that analysis and sed, "Where's the Q go?" 
If you keep pumping charge into a capacitor, it keeps building 
voltage. That's not gonna be a well-behaved power supply. But 
one of the electrical pioneers discovered that the sum of the 
currents at a circuit node must be zero (what comes in must go 
out, ‘cause there's no place to store it). 


For a power supply with a steady average value, the charge 
delivered by the power transformer via the rectifier to the 
filter caps must equal the charge delivered by the caps to the 
load while the rectifier is not conducting. Charge in equals 
charge out, charge is conserved, QED. No, that's Q=CV. 


If you make the simplifying assumption that the pulses are 
rectangular (not far off for reasonable ripple) then the 
rectifier current times t (the conduction time) equals the 
load current times T (the cycle time) minus t. See Figure 1.

The power spike should be as high as the load is long in this 
fine example of ASCII art, but you get the idea. If you look 

at the ripple voltage on each capacitor, you see a ramp going 
up for t seconds and then going back down to the starting 

point in T minus t seconds. That ripple voltage will be set 

by the value of the capacitor. It will be unaffected by the 
series resistors (unless they are a significant part of the 
load). All that the bleeder resistors do is balance the leakage 
current in the caps. Low leakage caps can have high value R, 
and balanced (equal leakage) caps don't need any R at all. 


The question is, what happens to leakage over time? You restore 
the set, time passes and your interests move on, the set is sold 
to someone who adds it to the hoard, and many years go by before 


those caps see current again, if ever. Um, this is in a class 
with "If a tree falls in a forest" except that when that set is 
powered up again, no one may know what "forest" means. 


Good thing I don't have an hour to kill very often, eh?

P.S. That big current spike for short conduction time doesn't 
bother chunky little rectifiers, but it strips electron emitting 
material off vacuum tubes. That's why choke input is used, to 
lengthen the conduction time and reduce the peak current.
